The eppositieon to Gillett and 
Longworth comes principally from 
the West and Middle West. “Too 
much Massachusetts” ia the cry 
raised against Gillett, particularly 
since Calvin Coolidge became 
President. 


SHELVING SUGGESTED 


Suggestions have gone out that 
Mr. Gillett should be quietly rele- 
gated to some other post and give 
way to a western man. It has been 
intimated from time to time that 
the President would offer him a 
cdhigh diplomatic post and leave the

censor’s attempts to perform the 
n’s trick of changing «a 
deficit into a eurplus” did not sat- 
lefy the general public, particu- 
larly those to whom the govern- 
ment owed money. Pani declared 
the government's income for 1922 
set a new high mark in Mexico's 
financial history, surpassing 280,- 
000,000 pesos. 

He lists the principal sources of 
this revenue as first, tax receipts 
from various States and Territor- 
jes of the republic, amounting to 


' over 20,000,000 pesos; second, the 


oil production tax decreed prior to 
De la Huerta's term, amounting to 
over 64,000,000 pesos: third, the 
oll export tax, established during 
De la Huerta’s term, bringing in 
over 26,000,000 pesos; fourth, 
stamp revenues from documents 
and contracts amounting to over 
21,000,000 pesos. 

Pani says that although ds 
true the maximum revenue was 
reached during De la Huerta’s 
term, this was caused by the great 
development of the country’s re- 
sources, which emerged from the 
unsettied revolutionary conditions. 
Hie said that De la Huerta could 
ne more claim credit for this re- 
yenue increase than the director 
of the geological institute could 
claim credit for having guarded 
the country against the Japanese 
earthquake disaster. 


SAYS DEFICITS EXIST i 

He asserts that his predecessor 
errs in his statement that the gov- 
ernment finances are on a sound 
footing, as nt financial reports 
constantly reveal deficits. Pani adis 
that it is therefore through De la 
Huerta’s mismanagement that 
President Obregon was justified in 
his statemnet that the “country is 
in a gtate of moral bankruptcy.”

Federal Reserve System Quiz 
Brings Attack 


California Law Hit by Con- 
gressional Inquiry 


Witness Says Expansion 
Hurts Small Houses 


(ey A P. NIGHT WIRE) 
CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—A proposal 
to curb branch banking through 
prohibitory regulations by the 
Federale Referve Board was sub- 
mitted to the McFadden joint com- 
mittee investigating Federal re- 
serve membership today, by Wil- 
liam J. Rathje, representing the 
American Bankers’ Association, 
and the Nationa) Association O0- 
posed to Branch Banking. 

The Congressional committee 
completed its Chicago tnquiry to- 
day, moving tonight to Omaha, 
where further testimony will be 
taken at the Federal reserve 
branch bank building tomorrow. 
Questioned by Representative 
Stegall, Democrat of Alabama, as 
to the reserve board's autbority 
to exclude from membé@rship in 
the reserve system, any bank op- 
erating branches, as was suggest- 
ed by Mr. Rathje, the witness de- 
clared there was no authority in 
law for such action, but urged 
that seme vigorous action against 
“the evil” be taken. 

Branch banking will drive the 
small independent community 
banker from America, Mr. Rathje 
said, and in his stead would 
up a system of hundreds of 
banks controlled by two 
or yen leading national groups. 
He condemned the California sys- 
tem, Under which State banks are 
permitted to operate as many as 
seventy branches, and urged the 
necessity for a Federal atatute 
clarifying the present situation as 
regards national banks. Declar- 
ing ho was unable to determine 
the exact status of the question 
from the recent ruling of the 
Federal Department of Justice 
which authorized agencies defined 
by Representative Wingo, a mem- 
ber_of the committee, as “financial 
comfort stations,” Mr. Rathje 
urged the committee to clear up 
the uncertainty surrounding the 
question by early enactment of a 
regulatory law. 

SMALI:. BANKS OBJECT 

Committee members indicated 
the. question wovld be suggested 
for the consideration of the bank- 
ing and currency: committees of 
both houses of Congress. 

The testimony of H. J. Morten- 
gen, representing the Wisconsin 
Bankers’ Association, offered the 
recommendation that many of the 
emalier State banks of his terri+ 
tory might be brought into the 
Federal system by the abolition of 
the clearance system, under which 
all remittances through outlying 
banks are cleared at par without 
charge.

Government to Check Toll of Soft 
Drink Stands 


United States Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue Goodcell will assign 
field agents to check up soft drink 
stands to see if the tax provided by 
a ruling received yesterday from 
Washington ts being paid. The 
new regulations will affect every 
soft drink stand in Southern Call- 
fornia. 

Compiaints have poured into

Heat differs from light in 
that its wave length is longer. The 
_ X-ray is the shortest wave length 
and the radio energy is the long- 
est known to science. 
| Up to the time of the expert- 
‘ments conducted by Dr. Abbott at 
Mt. Wilson this summer and 
fall, no attempt to measure the 
energy of waves as individualities 
had ever been made, Dr. Adams 
further declared.

With his policy we may not agree; but 
there is no disputing his power for good or 
evil. 

Poincare probably owes his present po- 
sition to the fact that he had become known 
to France and to Europe as a partisan 
of a strong central government and an 
open enemy of Socialism. He has figured 


in French affairs for thirty years. When 


the dominated French pofitics he 
was ted to a subordinate position; 
but he chosé te be eclipsed rather than to 
maké a compromise with the rgdicals. 
When the conservative reaction against 
Socialism began to sweep Europe two years 
ago the French naturally turned to their 
strongest conservative. Clemenceau and 
Vivianl passed because they had been too 


‘closely allied with the Socialist movement. 


There is*nothing to indicate a Fascisti 
movement in France, bécause Poincare typi- 
fies the kind of government the Fascisti 
desire. Hatred of Germany and the Ger- 
mans has been with him a life passion. 
Born in Lorraige, he endured in his child- 
hood the bitter humiliation of foreign rule. 
Mr. James recounts that: 

It is recorded that at the age of 190, 
1870, he refused to attend school be 
cause the invading Germans had post- 
ed a sentry at the door. He spent the 
day in tears over the humiliation of his 
country. 

It is not surprising that one possessing 
such memories is not deeply moved by the 


present discomfiture and misery of the Ger- | 
mans. 
During his early years in the French gov- 


ernmental service Poincare devoted hia en- 
ergies to questions of finance. He was one 
of the first advocates of a Federal budget 
system. He was at times Minister of Fi- 
nance. This preparatory work comes now 
in good stead; for reparations is the wea 
on with which he is lashing Germany. 
Although the head of the most powerful 
perhaps of existing governments, President 
Coolidge does not loom as the most impor- 
tant man; for his authority is narrowly 
limited by constitutional provisions. It is 
not in his power to plunge the country into 
war without the consent of Congress. It is 
wisely provided under our Constitution that 
laws shall be more important than men.

Several months' ago I wrote a 
series of articles on worms. They 
created so much interest, and we 
So Many requests for 
them that today and tomorrow I 
shall write again on the subject.

The business of placing police 
suppression of commercialized vice 
on a basis of efficiency, @arted re- 
cently by Chief of Police Voll- 
mer in his reorganization of the 
vice squad, now under the com- 
mand of Acting Captain Massey, 
is beginning to show _——! 
results, according to the records 
for October, tabulated at the po- 
lice headquarters yestefday. The 
unexpected part of it, the officers 
say, is that not only is the ‘pro- 
verbial “lid” getting clamped down 
tighter right along, but that under 
Chief Vollmer’s new system it will 
be harder than ever to tilt it back 
again. 

A total of 492 arrests, with cash 
fines and forfeitures amounting to 
$21,945, and sentences of 2865 
days straight and 1185 suspended, 
and 74 cases still pending, is 
shown by the tabulation of uy 
totals for the month. Only fifty 


interesting phase of this 
work is the response to Chief Voll- 
mer’s appeal for assistance from 
citizens in vice suppression work. 
The first five days in November 
brought 167 reports on liquor 
alone. When ft is considered that 
October arrests were assisted 
only by 335 reports, the promis- 
ing possibilities become apparent, 
according to Chief Vollmer.
